This letter conT1n.» our conversation on Hay 2Q, m& ragardino the status of 
the remedial Investigation helmj perfofaed by Hill and Its contractors. 
As wfl discussed, the Agency Is in tho process of'concluding Intense negotiations 
with the Rellly Tar Corporation and these nenotlations are being coordinated 
by a Special Master assigned to the case by the Court, As a rpsult of the 
settlement efforts made by all litigants and for the (uirpose of nitigotlna 
current and future Hoverniiientol costs that would otherwise bo chargeable 
through the litigation process to the ftellly Tar Corporation, the Agency 
requests that you stop work On the existing reriedlal investigation for this 
site as soon as possible. Thereafter, the contract should ronein offactlvo 
for a short period of tine until all outstanding issues are settled by the 
parties Involved In the litigation. If total settlenent is not innlnont with 
the hellly Tar Corporation and there Is a need to start work again, 1 reallzo 
that there will be a lag-tlfw necessary on part of the contractors perfonnng 
the Investigation at the site. 

Your efforts and response to our needs regarding tho Rellly Tar project/case 
have been notable and recognized by the project and litigation team. T 
appreciate your help and will keep you frequently Informed of the status of 
the negotiations.
